El Paso, Nov. 25.—At noon today 
the constitutionalist officers in Juarez 
reported the attacking federals had 
been driven back all along the rebel 
front and that Gen. Francisco (Ban- 
cho) Villa, rebel commander, had or- 
dered a general advance of his men 
against the federals, declared to be in 
retreat. 
An Associated Press representative 
stationed at the top of a wireless tele- 
graph tower 300 feet high, three miles 
east of El Paso, confirmed the rebel 
report that the federals were falling 
back south of Juarez. He could see 
the maneuvers with field glasses. 
Fighting Near Juarez. 


At that hour fighting was still in 
progress south of Juarez, but the bat- 
tle had ceased at the town of' Sara- 
go£a, which is opposite Ysleta, Texas, 
twelve miles east of El Paso. 
The 
fighting there opened early today at 
the same hour that firing >was heard 
on the rebel front. 
Inez ^Salazar, a 


former rebel general, but 'now a Hu- 
erta commander, was said to be lead- 
ing the federals at Sarag6ia. 
He had been reported a prisoner 
several times today, but the rebel of- 
ficials at Juarez declared they knew 
nothing of his capture. The fighting 
was heavy at Saragoza, the roar of 
artillery being plainly heard in El 
Paso all morning. 


Federals Driven Back. 
Juan Medina, chief of staff to Gen. 


Villa, stationed in Juarez, declared 
that "Juarez is not in as much dan- 
ger from the direction of Sarago::a as 
in other directions," and added, "we 
will take care of them." 
Medina de- 


clared at noon that the federals had 
all been driven back-asjar as thirty 
miles south of Juarez except those at 
Saragqza. 
Today's fighting was the 
second day's conflict between the two 
contending armies said to total from 
10,000 to 12,000. 


Early Reports. 


El Paso, 
Nov. 25.—The 
federal 
troops resumed fighting early today • 
in their attempt to capture Juarez 
from the constitutionalists under Gen. 
Francisco Villa. Apparently, they -de- 
pended on their heavy guns to break 
tlie rebel lines, today's battle open- 
ing with heavy cannonading.

This claim 
has been made by Juan Medina, chief 
of Gen. Villa's staff. 
Early today re- 
oorts from Ysleta were that the fight-

agricultural agents whose duty it is 
to advise with and assist farmers in 
the solution of their problems. 
The 


St. Paul Farmer says that in every 
instance they have proved to be pop- 
ular with the farmers and more are 
demanded. Wisconsin has seven, we 
believe, of these county agents with 
provision by law for ten. 


Rock county had an opportunity to 


secure an agent of this kind, but 
turned it down, at the last meeting 
of the Board of Supervsors. 
This ac- 


tion was taken in the interests of 
economy, as there was no other claim 
to justify it. 


There are but few men so conceited, 


in any line of business, as to feel 
that they know it all, and this is true 
of the farmer, who knows today, if 
he knows anything, that farming is 
rapidly being reduced to a science. 


It is to be regretted that every 


farmer in the county did .not hear 
Professor Norgord's talk to the boys 
at the city hall last Saturday. 
The

vinced that they had not yet ab- 
sorbed all there was to learn about 
soil culture."'

entific rotation of crops alone, was 
worth money to every man engaged 
in farming. We are living in an age 
when 
efficiency

never before. 


The industrial world 
employs a 


class of men known as efficiency en- 
gineers—men who are able to go into 
a factory and locate the weak snots, 
and provide a remedy. 
In the busi- 
ness world experts are employed as 
business doctors, and many concerns 
are saved from failure and bankrupt- 
cy through the advice and care of 
this class of experts. 


The same principles apply to the 


field of agriculture, and so the rail- 
roads and agricultural schools work 
together, to bring to the farmer sci- 
entific methods to better-his condi- 
tion.
